Ben  Davis's  1,143  students  are  housed  in  two  buildings,  the  senior  build- 
ing pictured  on  this  page  and  the  junior  building  shown  on  the  opposite 
page.  To  these  buildings  come  pupils  from  nine  township  schools,  all 
located  in  Wayne  Township,  which  occupies  the  west  central  part  of 
Marion  County,  Indiana.  Pupils  come  from  Mars  Hill,  Maywood, 
Bridgeport,  Clermont,  Flackville,  Drexel  Gardens,  Fleming  Garden, 
Garden  City,  and  Ben  Davis. 


Action  at  Ben  Davis  is  reflected  in  its  growth.  In  a  little  more  than  half 
a  century  the  enrollment  has  grown  from  55  to  its  present  size.  With  the 
grade  schools  increasing  rapidly  in  attendance,  indications  are  that  Ben 
Davis  High  School  will  face  a  "housing  shortage"  within  a  few  years. 
Therefore,  the  old  building  erected  in  1915  and  the  new  building  con- 
structed in  1936-1937  may  soon  be  supplemented  by  additional  housing. 


Nearly  all  of  the  students  at  Ben  Davis  ride  to  and  from  school  in  school 
buses.

The  Ben  Davis  football  squad  of  1947 
under  Coach  Crock  completed  a  success- 
ful season  with  a  record  of  four  games 
won  and  four  lost.  Placing  second  to 
Speedway  in  the  race  for  top  county 
honors,  the  Giants  made  the  best  record 
they  have  ever  had  in  football.  This 
also  was  the  nearest  they  have  ever  come 
to  winning  the  championship.

The  Ben  Davis  Giants  improved  steadily  as  the  basket- 
ball season  went  along,  finishing  with  a  record  of  12 
games  won  to  10  lost,  and  this  included  tourney  play.  To 
show  that  they  did  improve,  they  won  seven  of  their  last 
ten  games. 

In  the  Marion  County  tourney  the  Giants  won  two 
games  to  advance  to  the  final  tilt,  only  to  be  downed  by 
the  Speedway  Sparkplugs.  One  might  call  this  a  repetition 
of  the  football  season  in  which  the  gridmen  lost  the 
championship  to  the  same  opponent.  The  only  difference 
was  that  the  basketball  players  got  a  chance  to  even 
things,  and  they  did  just  that  quite  convincingly  by 


downing  Speedway  44  to  35  in  the  Ben  Davis  gymnasium 
before  an  overflow  crowd.  By  winning  this  game  the 
Giants  regained  possession  of  the  Dope  Box,  which  they 
will  keep  until  at  least  next  year. 

In  the  process  of  the  Giants'  winning  seven  of  the  last 
nine  games.  Jack  Shofner,  Ben  Davis  center,  broke  the 
single  game,  city  and  county  scoring  record  of  the  year 
by  caging  28  points  against  Lawrence  Central  in  the 
Giants'  gymnasium.  Jack  finished  the  season  as  top  scorer 
for  the  Giants  with  115  field  goals  and  46  free  throws  for 
a  total  of  276  points.  Jack  was  co-captain  with  Emerson 
Graham.

Military  training  was  instituted  at  Ben  Davis  in  January, 
1943,  with  the  organization  of  a  Victory  Corps  called  the 
C.T.  C.  (Cadet  Training  Corps).  Cadet  Captain  F.  E. 
Horner  was  the  P.  M.  S.  &  T.  Due  to  the  fact  that  it  was 
not  an  official  R.  O.  T.  C.  unit  and  the  Army  did  not  issue 
uniforms  for  the  group,  each  cadet  purchased  his  own. 
These  were  bluish-gray  in  color. 

Under  the  instruction  of  Mr.  Herbert  J.  Reese  and  the 
leadership  of  Cadet  Major  Don  Leach  in  1943-1944,  the 
group  was  confronted  by  a  new  problem,  a  Federal  In- 
spection. Since  this  inspection  was  carried  on  by  regular 
Army  officers,  the  boys  worked  doubly  hard,  hoping  the 
officers  would  recognize  the  talent  of  the  group  and  con- 
sider them  for  promotion  to  an  official  R.  O.  T.  C.  unit.

Thanks  to  the  cadets'  hard  work,  they  passed  the  inspec- 
tion with  flying  colors.  By  virtue  of  this,  Major  Carlisle, 
commanding  officer  of  all  the  Indianapolis  R.  O.  T.  C. 
units,  recommended  the  promotion  of  the  Ben  Davis  unit. 

The  year  of  '44-'4S  started  a  new  era  on  its  way,  for 
as  a  5S-C  Junior  R.O.  T.  C.  unit,  the  Ben  Davis  unit  re- 
ceived Federal  Government  recognition,  and  in  all  but 
two  respects  it  became  an  integral  part  of  the  nation's 
R.O.T.C.  These  two  exceptions  denied  the  local  unit 
the  assignment  of  regular  army  personnel  as  instructors 
and  the  issue  of  government  uniforms  from  the  quarter- 
master department  of  the  Army.  These  two  items  must 
be  provided  by  the  local  high  school.

Mr.  Reese  returned  as  instructor  during  1944-194S, 
and  Cadet  Major  Don  Leach  was  again  battalion  com- 
mander. Each  cadet  had  plenty  to  look  forward  to,  as  the 
Army  authorized  the  use  of  regulation  uniforms.  Al- 
though only  wooden  rifles  were  available  for  training  pur- 
poses, several  boys  won  marksmanship  medals  using  Army 
.22  target  rifles. 

It  was  during  the  '4S-'46  year  that  the  .30  caliber  1903 
rifles  were  issued  by  the  Government.  The  battalion 
commanding  officer  was  Cadet  Major  Jasper  Thomas,  and 
the  instructor  was  Mr.  Robert  Barclay,  a  former  army 
officer.  After  the  boys  studied  and  drilled  hard  all  year, 
a  slight  rain  caused  the  inspection  to  be  rushed  somewhat. 

During  1946-1947,  Mr.  T.  C.  Scropos  was  the  instruc- 
tor and  Cadet  Major  Don  Caldwell,  the  battalion  com-

manding  officer.  By  this  time  the  war  was  over,  and  the 
Army  sent  the  corps  new  and  lighter  rifles  which  had  been 
used  in  the  southwest  Pacific.

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History  of  the  Glass  of  '48

When  we  started  out  on  that  first  day  in  high 
school,  it  seemed  as  if  it  would  be  an  awfully  long 
time  until  we  would  wear  a  cap  and  gown  and  re- 
ceive a  diploma.

Review  of  the  Year  '47 -'48

Do  you  sometimes  wonder  if  you  ever  do  anything  at 
school  but  study?  Well,  confidentially,  you  have  had  a 
very  eventful  year.  Let  us  look  back  and  see  what  some 
of  those  events  were. 

This  year  the  enrollment  at  Ben  Davis  reached  the 
highest  total  ever  recorded.  At  the  beginning  of  the  first 
semester  the  total  enrollment  was  1,143,  with  the  freshmen 
having  374,  the  sophomores  314,  the  juniors  242,  and  the 
seniors  213. 

On  September  12  four  seniors  were  elected  cheer- 
leaders. They  were  Mary  Branham,  Lige  Gregory,  Bettie 
Brooks,  and  Kenny  Van  Treese. 

The  first  big  event  of  the  year  was  the  magazine  drive 
which  netted  2,789  subscriptions.  The  Paynes  won  over 
the  Grays  by  the  narrow  margin  of  1,399  to  1,390  sub- 
scriptions, and  the  victory  was  celebrated  by  ice  cream 


for  all.  As  usual,  the  drive  was  climaxed  by  the  annual 
magazine  dance  on  October  29,  with  Tiny  Delmar's 
orchestra  playing. 

October  17  was  the  date  selected  for  the  Fall  Festival, 
which  was  sponsored  by  the  P.-T.  A.  Popularity  contest 
winners  were  Dave  Henderson  and  Phyllis  Gregory. 

After  winning  four  county  contests  in  succession,  old 
B.  D.  lost  the  county  football  championship  when  she 
dropped  the  final  grid  game  of  the  season  to  Warren  Cen- 
tral by  a  one-point  margin,  7  to  6,  on  October  31.  But 
the  Giants  finished  with  the  best  grid  record  they  had 
ever  made. 

News  was  received  in  October  that  the  Spotlight,  Ben 
Davis's  bi-weekly  newspaper,  had  won  All-American 
Honor  Rating.  This  was  the  first  time  a  Ben  Davis  pub- 
lication had  won  such  an  award. 

The  agriculture  team  won  seventh  place  in  a  vegetable 
judging  contest  held  at  Purdue,  November  1. 

The  first  skating  party  of  the  year  was  held  at  River- 
side, November  3.
